Mr. H. M. stringfcllow, the Texas 

theorist on rigid pruninir of fruit 
tree roots when plant jf trees, iB 
now pushing his theor a pract 
cal test. He has bou; t I tad ne; 
Lampasas, Tex., and is putting it 
to practice sensational t.-.p^rimeiits 
which he regards as no experiment 
whatever, but the result of sound 
thinking and sensible experiment. 
He lays off his virgin soil with a 
line with no hole digging or plow- 
ing, but drives a bar of sharpened 
steel one inch thick and three and a 
half feet long down one loot, where 
the tree is to be set. He then prunes 
the roots after the severe manner 
for which he is credited, and puts 
the' trees down in those small cir- 
cumscribed holes. He puts in each 
hole after the tree was put in, a 
landful of silt from a creek bed and 
t small tin cup of water. He set 

ut 1,200 trees a day with one man 
o drive the steel bar with a sledgt 
lammer and another to carry and 

et the bar, and with a boy to drive 
the silt and water wagon, the work 

as all done. He writes the Presi- 
dent of the Texas Horticultural So- 

iety that at the date of his letter 
every tree was growing finely, and 
that he may expect to see "the 
finest, healthiest and most produc- 
tive orchard in the country." 

Mr. Stringfellow'smethodsof close 
root pruning has been the talk of 
Texes horticulturists for two or 
three years, and so far his methods 
have been wonderfully successful.

ALL KILLED IN 27 YEARS. 

The Arctic Sen Cow, Discovered In 
1741, Had Entirely Disap- 
peared In 1768. 



One of the most remarkable ani- 
mals on the Pacific to disappeai 
before the advance of man svlthli 
the past 150 y< ara was the rhytina 
Or Ma cow— rhytina gigas which 
was discovered by Behring in 1741 
on the island that was given his 
name, says the Scientific American. 

The surgeon of the wrecked party 
has left an interesting account ol 
this Arctic manatee— an extraordi- 
nary animal, which attained a 
length of 30 feet affa a weight of 
8,000 pounds. 

The auimal was found in herds 
about the mouths of streams, and 
being a clumsy creature, with no 
means ot defense, easily became a 
victim to the party, who speared 
them for food. § 

So vigorous was the warfare 
against it carried on that in nine 
years the five herds on Copper is- 
land were extirpated; in 1763, those 
on Behring island had been destroy- 
ed, and in 1768 the last one paid 
the penalty and the rhytina becamo 
a memory, the skeletons in the Na- 
tional and Russian museums, the 
San Francisco academy of science 
and a few others alsne telling the 
story.

The County Loses Two of its 
Best Citizens. 



Dr. C. J. Northington And Mont- 
gomery Adams Claimed 
by The Q rim Reaper. 



Dr. C. J. Northington, for fifty 
years a practicing physician at 
Lafayette, died Monday at the 
home of his son-in-law, Mr. Hugh 
C. Crenshaw, near RoaringSprings.

MARKIAGI: INSURANCE. 



Unique Organization Incorporated 
at Champaign, III. 



Champaign, Ills., May 15.— Pro- 
bably the most unique insurance 
association that has ever been 
sprung upon the people of the Unit 
ed States was established last week 
at Champaign, where live bright 
young men have formed "The Mar- 
riageable Mutual Benefit associa- 
tion," with headquarters in this 
city. The object of the association 
is to provide a fund upon which 
young married couples can begin 
housekeeping. It being purely a 
mutual. Thirty dollars is demand- 
ed of each applicant, payable 
at the rate of $5 per month, and af- 
ter a member is initiated into the 
lodge his dues are 50 cents per 
month until his marriage takes 
place. Noexamination as to whether 
the applicant has matrimonial as- 
pirations is held, but no benefits 
are allowed until a member has 
been in the lodge 18 months. Upon 
the presentation of a marriage cer- 
tificate afterthis period has elapsed 
a member is paid $250. This sum 
is also paid should a member die 
while holding a certificate. 



Recent Invitations. 

The path in front of a bicycle is 
cleared of substances which would 
puncture the tires by a new attach- 
ment, comprising clamps for sus- 
pending a small circular bush in 
front of the forward wheel, with 
driving wheels to revolve the brush 
rapidly on the ground.
